ol the cosl trade. For the frst time a general
posTd representing all the regions, hsa held o moet-
ing for the parposs of seftling the diffionities ami-
cably, by means of arsiiration, Esﬂ‘ in the week
the hopes of all parties were high with the expeota-
tion of an early scttiement, but the olose of the
wenk does mot fulfll the promise of the beginning.
The coutcil has been held und I8 fully over. It has
amounted Almost absolately to noth 1n somo
respeots the situs lon |8 worse than before, for tho
proaeedings of the meeting were conduoted in such
& manner that It i very doabifnl If the experiment
will ever be tried again. The operators, whom
we ean coredit with good iotentions, !
Teast in  this  move, wont to the
mecting with the spirit of matual conesssion strong
i thetn, and only in sueh a spirll can aroitration bo
arbitration, Bat they were et by the gordld and
seifish ppirit of the old leaders of the miners, whom
the miners still persist in sending wherever their slde
s L0 he represonted, though they AlWAFS represont
it in the worst poasible way, and the operators have
pow gone home totally dlsgusiod with the whole
thing, The general dlaappointment 8 nevesaarily
pTOAL AL thits Tesnly,

One thing on which the members of the board
contd pot agres was submitted Lo the deoision of
the nmpire, Thia was the question of interference
with the mines, which has Deen mude a special con-

tlon of resumption by the Behnylkill operators.
I'ne umpire, giviog his decision acoordiag to law
andd right, declued against the minera, and they,
taking the alarm, refosed Lo sabmit apything more
to nis declsion.

roitration te the miners evidently means the
putiing down of all claims by the raliroad compn.
nies or operators and the uphplding of all demnands
winde by the miners, They do not seem to think
that there I8 snch & thing as fairpess in the thing,
by means of wiilch the interasts of both sides may
e considered. Thelr action, at ail events, in the
meeting of the board shows that they did not come
prepared to concede the least tem 1n thelr olnims
They, on the contrary, mantfested a grasping spirit,
trying by every little mean advantage to defest the
wishes of the operators, With such a spirit there
cun be no arbitration. There must be mutual con-
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exslon and & desire 1o accommodate 4t the expense |

of some advantages. The parties mnst come to-
gelher (o pee -naturedly what oan be done an-
der the circumstances, and by 80 coming together
they acknowledge that what they each desire caonot
be obtained in any other way, If one party, however,
meets for arbitration, and at the same time attempts
to galn ei\'ury {nch of his rormer clalu, no arbitration
¢an resnit.

Iut even In what 1iitle there was we have no
asuurance that there 18 any permanent valus,
When o question is submitted to an umplire it s with
the understanding that his decision is bindieg and
final. Boat that this is pot tha case hero 18 shown by
ihe refusal of the miners to submit anything farther,
and by the absence of any action by the board
mak!ug the dectsion of the umpire & part of the legal
proceedings of the board, There is no asthority
whatevar for thinking thal bhecaunse Judge Elwell
gald that the miners should not interfere with the

isnagement of the mines, that therefore when the
miners are again working the members of the W, B,
A, will refrain from striking bécause » *“olack-leg
is given employment at a mine where the members
of the Unlon may be workiog., If this be so, even
whnt wad done was no arbliration whatever, aud
there 1s not the slightest authority for calllug it by
that name,

e action of the board leads to only one conolu-
slon, and that I8 that true arbitration cannot exist
in connection with the W, B, A., or at least with the
L'nion a8 It s now organized and managed. With
new and leas sellish leaders the thing might be
done,

The principal diMeuity on the wages question
which cuused the disruption of the counail was in
the demand of the miners that tne basls of cach
reglon be fxed the same, and on the Now York
rates of coal, This was manllestly upjust apon the
Schuylkill operstors, and was by them promptly
refused, Thit the representatives of the Schayikili
mlners ghould have jpsisted upon such A measure
I8 A matter to be wondered at, The
only explanation conceivable I8 that they were op-
posed to the whole system of arbitration, thoangh
they have to appear to liKe Ik becausa I8 a8 now
thrust upon them on all sides, by thelr constituents
a8 well 48 by others, and that they, by adhering teo
unjust measures, hoped to be able Lo defeat it and
cuuke It wo be rejected as s means of settlemant,
They fear it becavee they thiank that it Is detri-
mental to thelr positions as offtcers of the W. B A,
and dangerous o the salaries which they recelve
from that soarce,

1 he Miners' Jowrnal makes mention of a carions
and yet lamentable oonsequence of the sirike lo
the Schuylkill reglon. This is the fact of a rolling
mill in Pottsvllle pouring out of its ehlmueys the
thilex smoke of bituminons coal which it 1s obliged
t to keap ln operation, snd which has been
brought all the way from the westorn coal-falds,
though the mill I8 situated within halfl a mile of an
anthracite colliery, which is not allowed to bs worked
by the miners’ tyrannous association, and thongh
the proprietors of the mill own a colllery in the
netghtorfood, also under jthe! same ban, which {8
intepnded to  anpply thelr own works with
foel, This, thnugh bad enough, I8 not a bit more
vutrasgeons than that we here in Philadelphia shoala
e obliged 1o ase conl brought some thrée hundred
miles from Pittsburg, whilé our nataral foel, of a
better kind, {8 right at our doors, or what s eqni-
valent to 1t by reason of the railroad advantages
which have been constructed for the express pur-
pose of bringlog 1t to ua,

The followlng s the complete summary of the
trade for the past weok, an reported for the Polts-
ville Miners' Journal of to-dny :—
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The Jovrnal alao has the following :—
“If the men suppose that the rallroad companles
and coal operstors will not stana gut notil the dend-
jovk 18 seltled on the terme they propoge, they will
find themseives greatly mustaken, The companies
can stapd a8 long as they please, becunse they are
not violating sheir charters, nod their pregsnt Husi-
need will pay expenscs and tho loteiest on thelr
bonds, Many of the individual coal operators may
i broken up by the suspension, Lut if
they are rutned thely oulliores will
pass into the hands of oorporations,
who, In connection with the rallrond company, will
soon control this reglon, the same ps the Wyoning
region will be controlled fn & year or so, when the
men most submit or leava, That will be the onl
alternetive. The rolgn of companies, of course, wll]v
Dot be very palatable, but it will ve muoch less objeo-
tiopable than the relgn ol ignorance and brate
force exhitited by thelr leaders, and the bad men
they use for thelr ‘mumsan."

An Ornamont (o the City,

A new buliding I8 now in procesa of eraction,
which will be compléeted In about three or four
weeks Hme, which, whea completed, will be one uf
the dnest of s Kiod In the city. 1t is of a Kind pa.
cullar to teelf, and s |tacll of a very extegsive
kind, It is sitoated at the northeast corner of Sixth
and Arch stree.s, and when completéa wilt be ou-
cupled by Dr. Sohenck, by whom it 18 nelng erected,
who will remove his extensive patent medicine es-
tablishment from the large store which it now oc-
cuples on Sixth streer, near Marker, but which 14
now too small for the requirements of the business,
to the new locality on Arch sureet,

The building on bolh the SBixXth strect and Arch
atreet fronts 18 composed of cast-iton, and, nallke
other strastares made of that material, 18 of a very
ornamental character. 'I'he castings of the various
parts are go dissimilar that scarcely auy two are
a'lke, 80 elaborats Is the design and finish, On the
Arch street front the firdt noor 18 divided Into two
large stores, each of which has 1ts own finish, but
on the other Aoors the architeoture o ool Tans to-

ether In one general deslgn. On the Sixth street
ront, gbhout the centre, s & projection or tower-lIke
formation, tnished with coentres and faciags, from
which the sides front and back ran out us wings, Io
the centre of this muldle part on the ground Qoor
Gre arranged large doorways, which are highly or-
pamental, and n the wings ornamental d orways
pud windows alternate in groups of three, Io the
nppér stories on both fronts the windows a™e ar-
ranged throughout ln groups of three, two small
onesi on efther side of & large one, and thiis effect,
together with the orpamental mouldings and caps
gurmounting each window, gives a bighly pleasing
appearance to the whole,

The structure {8 five fall stories In height, and, In
addition, s suppiled with a high Mansard roof,
The entire material of the fronts from sidewalk to
ridge 18 (ron, and when completed and the windows
filled ip, all that meets the eye froim the street will
be either from or glass, A more substantinl and
witha more beaatifal boliding coald not have been
erccted, It will stand for ages & mosuament of the
great boslness enterprise and sucoess of 1ts owner,

BRYN MAWR.

A New Statlon on the Pennsylvania Rall-
rord -An Kmbryo Town,

Yesterday a party of invited guests made a short
exoursion over the Pennsylvaunla Hallroad for the
purpose of luspecting a new station and town site
pamed Dryn Mawr, sitnated about nine miles (rom
the oity, The locality has recently been parchased
lu;y the Pennsylvania Company, and has beap appor-

oned ont into town Jots from one to foor sorés in
extent, upon several of which fine suburban resl-
dences have airendy been erected,

It 18 proposed 10 miake this locality one of the
most desitable of the nomerous oul-0f-tuwn but
near-the city places of residence now to be found
around Philpdelphia in every direotion, 1t 18 pro-
pesed, as it 18 needed, to run frequent and quick
tralns at lntervals of an hall hoor If necessary,
which will take but twenty minotes to run from the
West Pialladelphila Depot to 1he station. The streeis
have bfen mid out, graded, and plagted on the
Bldewsnlks with shade treed. The most of those
ftreets gre one huandred feen wide, A station
has been erectéed of stone, which ¢annot be
equalled for beauty or comfort anywhere. An
eiplie house aud YeSOFVOLr are la process of com-
ieilon for supplying the new town with water, A
flg!il tron bridge pAS boen thrown soross the rmiiroad
track, a0 Lhat passengers can at all times crosa with-
out dapger. The streets are all serpentine save one,
Montgumery avenne, which s intended to ba the
main strest The entire amount of ground pur-
